Its planes carry about 
17,000 persons daily. 


The union is seeking a 15 per 


cent pay raise, improved vaca- 
tions, a shorter work week and 
other fringe benefits 
for the 


maintenance, 
ground service 


employes and flight service per- 
sonnel it represents. 


About 1,100 to 1,200 employes 


ifWked off their jobs at 2:15 
a.m. at New York's John F. 
Kennedy International Airport, 
the union said. 


About the same time, the un- 


ion called 2,500 of its members 
off their jobs on the Pacific 
Coast and Hawaii. About 150 
pickets marched in Miami, the 
union said.

An aide in Khanh's office said 


that this version was essentially 
correct. It does not mean, the 
aide said, that Khanh has re- 
signed his power as chief of Viet 
Nam. 


The deputy premier for econo 


my, Nguyen Xuan Oanh, told 
The Associated Press that the 
new move means Khanh no 
longer is either president or 
premier. The military revolu- 
tionary council will be called 
into an urgent session tonight, 
he said, to elect a new chief. 


Khanh probably will be re- 


named premier, Oanh said. The 
junta then will dissolve itself, 
and 
a new junta.comprising 


civilians as well as military 
men, will be organized.

"By some means or another,"
